HOLD AS STORMS

outpost, killing 40 Germans and 
capturing two machine guns, Our 
artillery smashed four enemy guns 
and a mortar battery and killed a 
large part of two German com- 
panies.” 

The Government newspaper 
Izvestia reported that supplies and 
reinforcements continued to reach 
the defenders of Stalingrad de- 
spite shelling of the Volga by Ger- 
man long-range guns, Nazi planes 
also were said to have dropped 
mines into the river in an effort 
to prevent the defenders from us- 
ing the two-mile-wide stream. 
Sailors of the Red Fleet have 
arrived to reinforce the Volga 
flotilla, Izvestia reported. It said 
they were in action on the river 
and ashore, firing from ships and 
gunboats and even taking a part 
in the fighting in the streets. 
The Russians acknowledged the 
loss of two villages southeast of 
Novorossisk, Black Sea port in the 
Western Caucasus, while “on an- 
other sector our troops repelled 
enemy attacks and accounted for 
about 1200 enemy officers and 
men.” 

Soviet Marines, supported by 
warships and planes of the Black 
Sea fleet, were reported by the 
Moscow radio to have recaptured 
a height in the same area and 
wiped out about a battalion of 
German troops. — 

Nazi tanks and infantry wedged 
into defense positions in one sec- 
tor of the Mozdok area, in the 
Central Caucasus, but counterat- 
tacks were said to. have driven 
them back to their original lines. 
The noon communique reported 
the Russians had wiped out more 
than a battalion of infantry and 
wrecked 19 tanks during the last 
three days in the Mozdok area, 
gateway to the Grozny oil fields. 
“In another sector,” it said, “one 
populated place changed hands 
twice. The Germans finally were 
dislodged with heavy. losses.” 


RED SUPPLY TRAINS

BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts), Oct. 20 (AP).—The German 
high command announced today 
the occupation of an additional

In the northwestern sector of 
the Volga City, the communique 
reported “mopping up activities in 
the grounds of the gun factory 
Red Barricade continue.” The 
Nazi air force, it said, delivered 
new blows to Soviet points of re- 
sistance in the Red October fac- 
tory and smashed several] trans 
port trains on the lower Volga. 
In the Caucasus, the high com- 
mand reported that “despite unfav- 
orable weather conditions and stiff 
enemy resistance our troops oper- 
ating in dense woods of the West 
Caucasus range of mountains 
pierced strongly-fortifed enemy po- 
sitions.” Two forces advancing 
north and south of a pass road 
leading to the Black Sea port of 
Tuapse were said now to have 
joined. 

Transocean news agency quot- 
ed ‘military circles as saying 
that only “a few square kilome- 
ters” of Stalingrad remained in 
Russian hands with the defenders 
making their stand around three 
key -centers. The three, it said, 
were the Red October metallurgical 
factory, a strongly held rail line 
loop south of the factory and a 
large artillery concentration on the 
east bank of.the Volga.

RICH HILL, Mo., Oct. 29 (AP).

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Hodcarri iers’ Local Says 
He Collected Money in 
Two Brief Periods. 


Edward J. Hill, suspended presi- 
dent of Local 42, AFL Hodcarriers’ 
and Common Laborers’ Union, 
completed his direct testimony in 
Circuit Court today with an em- 
phatic denial that he converted to 
his own uses any part of $153,000 | 
in union funds now missing. 

Hill, who is standing trial on 
charges of embezzlement, testified 
that he collected money paid into 
the union only during two short 
periods last year—from Aug. 4 
through Sept. 19, and from Oct. 
4 until his arrest on Oct. 9. On both 
occasions, Hill said, the union sec- 
retary, Orville Golden, was absent 
from the office. 

Hill identified records and ledg- 
ers showing that he collected $76,- 
235 during the first period of Gold- 
en’s absence, and $11,802.77 during 
the second period. He contended 
that he had accounted for all of it. 
He said he gave Golden $26,342 in 
cash and checks on Golden’s return 
to the office on Sept. 20, 1942; that 
he had placed more than $44,000 in 
the union’s safe deposit box in the 
Lindell Trust Co.; that $3403 was 
spent for office expenditures, and 
something more than $2000 was be- 
ing held by the Lindell Trust Co. 
on Golden’s return, 

The $11,802 he collected during 
the second period, Hill testified, 
was found in his home in cigar 
boxes, whére he had placed it aft- 
er, he said, the union’s internation- 
al vice-president had advised him 
against allowing Golden access to 
the safe deposit box. 

Hill recounted in detail the bi- 
zarre account of the “fake Federal 
Internal Revenue agents,” who 
were said to have made off with 
the contents of the safe deposit 
box. 

Unfamiliar With Records. 

Taking the witness stand yester- 
day afternoon, Hill asserted that 
he was not familiar with the books 
and records of the organization, 
introduced by the State to show 
irregularities in entries. He con- 
tended that none of the records 
contained “a single pen scratch 
of mine.” 

Responding to questions by De- 
fense Counsel Dewey S. Godfrey 
concerning who the financial sec- 
retary of the union was and who 
had charge of the organization’s 
books, records, funds and bank ac- 
counts, Hill’s voice boomed each 
time, with resounding reiteration: 
“Mr. Orville Golden.” 

Golden, suspended secretary- 
treasurer of the union, was con- 
victed of embezzlement last June 
and sentenced to three years’ im- 
prisonment, but is free on appeal 
bond. Also charged with the em- 
bezzlement were Earl Jenkins and 
Paul Hulahan, former business 
agents for the union. Jenkins has 
been tried and acquitted and Hu- 
lahan has yet to be tried.

_ After Hill, 59 years old and crip- 
pled, limped to the stand, assisted 
by Godfrey, he answered questions 
slowly, but in a loud and distinct 
voice. He recited his personal his-

WASHINGTON, Oct, 20 (AP).— 
A program under which restau- 
rants can co-operate in the volun- 


tary meat rationing plan which 
limits consumption to two and a 
half pounds a week per person was 
announced by the War Production 
Board yesterday. 

The program was developed in 
co-operation with the American 
Hotel Association and the Nation- 
-. Restaurant Association. It calls 
or: 

1. Maintenance of standard sizes 
of meat portions at present prices 
except when the price of meat 
increases. 


2. Half-portions at reduced prices 
for patrons who wish to cut down 
on meat, 

3. The display on table cards, 
menu stickers and walls of a sum- 
mary of the share-the-meat pro- 
gram for information of patrons. 

4, Indicating to patrons the ap- 
proximate uncooked weight of re- 
stricted meat in each portion to 
help them stay within their shares. 


5. Reducing the number of meat 
dishes served, 


6. Not emphasizing meat dishes 
on menus. : 

7. Serving no more than one 
restricted meat to a customer at 
one meal. , 

8. Providing more dishes pre 
pared from unrestricted meats, 
poultry, fish and meat alternates 
such as cheese and beans. 

The Government has asked all 
persons to astay within these 
limits: Children under 6 years, 
% of a pound a week; children 6 
to 12 years, 1% pounds; all above 
12, 2% pounds. 

The limits apply to all forms of 
beef, veal, lamb, mutton and pork, ' 
excluding the so-called variety 
meats, which include liver, heart, 
kidneys, sweetbreads, tongue and 
meats made from the heads and 
feet of animals,

sibility for man power mobiliza- 
tion “are not yet ready to assume 
the further responsibility of ad- 
ministering a national service act.” 
The officials heading these agen- 
cies are said to have failed to 
“grasp the meaning of modern 
war,” with the result that “this 
country is still waging war accord- 
ing to the patterns of World War 
I, while our enemies have spent 10 
years in preparation for World 
War II.” ; 

“This war,” the report says, “can 
be lost in Washington. The cur- 
rent demand for the immediate 
passage of a national service act 
is a symptom of prevailing adminis- 
trative shortcoming. If these short- 
coming are not quickly faced and 
corrected, our war effort is in 
jeopardy. 

“This committee believes that 
the people of this country want 
clear and simple directions, which 
they are prepared to follow volun- 
tarily. The American public is 
confused. Much of its confusion is 
traceable to the conflicting orders 
and demands emanating from 
Washington agencies. The people 
do not believe that these agencies 
and bureaus have developed clear- 
cut plans to organize the people 
for the war effort.” 

President Roosevelt, it will be 
recalled, said a week ago that if 
voluntary action should fail ‘to 
solve the man power problem, it 
would be necessary to resort to 
legislation. 

Speaking to this point, the com- 
mittee disclaims opposition to 
“compulsion as such” and bases its 
stand for the postponement of na- 
tional service legislation on the 
contention that “the creation of 
adequate machinery for man pow- 
er mobilization must precede the 
passage of such an act.” This ma- 
chinery, the committee finds, does 
not now exist. 

Central Authority Needed. 

The committee describes as “in- 
tolerable” the condition arising 
from “the absence of any respon- 
sible central authority” for deter- 
mining how the requirements of a 
mass army and of the industrial 
army needed to provide war goods 
are to be met. 

The various responsible agencies, 


‘the report says, are inadequate in 


three ways: First, there is no cen- 
tral authority for relating the rate 
of increase in the armed forces to 
the demand of war production; 
second, local and regional machin- 
ery for providing an inventory of 
the needs of war production and 
transportation is lacking; third, 
there is a similar lack of decen- 
tralized machinery for meeting the 
man power demand with an ade- 
quate supply through labor trans- 
fers, training and upgrading. 

“Today,” the committee com- 
ments, “all these operations remain 
in the talk stage and are the ob- 
ject of endless Washington com- 
mittee meetings. Why cannot these 
simple steps be taken?” 

The committee takes the posi- 
tion that two major changes are 
needed in order to get effective 
man power mobilizations. The man 
power agencies must -be reorgan- 
ized, and there must be a sweeping 
realignment of our entire war pro- 
duction program.” 

“The committee,” continues the 
report, “has to date seen nothing 
in the current drafts of national 
service legislation to suggest that 
such legislation will deal with any 
matters except those involving 
Federal compulsory service. This 
is putting the cart before the 
horse. The cornerstone of success- 
ful man power mobilization is a 
plan for gearing together the de- 
mands of the war-production pro- 
gram for labor with the available 
labor supplies. 

“This requires a working rela- 
tionship between the procurement 
and production authorities on the 
one hand and the man power au- 
thorities on the other—a relation- 
ship which does not new exist,

“The reports coming in from 
American industry are eloguent as 
to the way this lack of central au- 
thority is upsetting all calculations. 
And if reports recently circulating 
of a 10-million-man army and 13 
million in the armed seryices prove 
to be ultimately correct, the cur- 
rent disturbance is just a begin- 
ning. Indeed, the present monthly 
drafts already are creating wide- 
spread confusion. Local boards 
deserve sympathy as they strug- 
gle with these new problems, which 
they cannot be expected to mas- 
ter. It is unfair to thrust deter- 
mination of national man power 
policy upon them. 

“This committee believes that 
the industrialists of this country 
engaged in war production would 
vote overwhelmingly for a new 
system of occupational deferment 
boards manned by specially quali- 
fied individuals. 

“In the light of the latest offi- 
cial proposals for a 7.5-million-man 
army in 1943 and the plans re- 
quired for equipping such an army 
while supplying our Allies, the Pres- 
ident should enunciate at once the 
principle that for the duration of 
the war the nation’s man power 
and woman power is to be used 
where it is deemed most useful 
to winning the war. Once that 
principle is laid down, it will be 
clear that occupational defer- 
ment must become the chief in- 


strument for organizing our man 


power supply.” 

The manner in which doctors 
have been recruited for the armed 
services is cited by the commit- 
tee as an outstanding instance of 
failure to plan an orderly use of 
man power. 

“Army and Navy recruiting 
teams,” the report says, “have 
combed the states for doctors. 

“In many cases when commis- 
sions were refused, the aid of Se- 
lective Service boards has been 
invoked, threatening induction as 
an alternative. Advance recruit- 
ment of young doctors is secured 
by giving commissions to internes, 
The Army has dipped back into 
third and fourth-year medical stu- 
dents, and the Navy, going it one 
better, has drawn reserves from 
freshmen and sophomores. 

“At present the armed services 
have approximately one doctor to 
every 100 military men. This ratio 
is said to be four times as large 
as that established in the British 
forces. Advices reaching this com- 
mittee indicate that our Army 
medical staffs are not always fully 
employed and that many doctors 
are directed to work that does not 
require their talents.” 

“Umpire Approach” of WPB. 

The report is replete with scath- 
ing comment on the War Produc- 
tion Board. It acts, the commit- 
tee says, rather as an umpire be- 
tween conflicting demands than as 
an executive body for scheduling 
production. Because of this “um- 
pire approach” to war production, 
the WPB, the committee says, is 
staffed with “corporation execu- 
tives, bankers and other individu- 
als experienced in business maneu-

The amendments, as announced 
by Henderson, require that at least 
one-third of the purchase price 
(not including borrowed funds) 
must be paid before a certificate 
authorizing eviction will be grant- 
ed by the area rent director, and 
three months must pass after the 
issuance of the certificate before 
the preesnt tenant can be forced to 
vacate. 

Numerous complaints have been 
received here from persons forced 
to vacate when their rented homes 
were sold, Treiman said. Each 
complainant, he added, was inter- 
viewed and in almost every case 
the landlord was within his rights. 
In some areas, however, tenants 
enter into sales contracts with 
landlords, Treiman said, and agree 
to buy the houses at inflated 
prices on monthly installments 
that are higher than their rent. 
Many of these tenants, he said, 
never expect to own the houses, 
but they agree to the contract to 
avoid being evicted. 

The amendments, he said, do not 
cover new houses, recently built, 
that are now unoccupied.

All reports indicate that Japan 
is attempting to build up the most 
powerful umbrella of planes it ever 
has assembled. Massing of enemy 
sea, air and land power all point 
toward a goal of concentrating in 
the Solomons one of the greatest 
striking forces Japan ever has sent 
against any territory. In the last 
month or so, the enemy is believed 
to have landed at least 15,000 
troops on Guadalcanal Island 
alone. 

Included in the 
force in the area are battleships, 
aircraft carriers, heavy cruisers 
and destroyers, 

Army and Navy forces have been 
pounding concentrations of Japa- 
nese in bases between Rabaul, on 
New Britain Island, and Gizo, and 
such reports as have been official- 
ly disclosed indicate a steady in- 
crease in troops being massed for 
the offensive against Guadalcanal. 

Invasion forces which Japan sent 
into the Southwest Pacific in the 
past came from its main base at 
Truk Island. One of the largest 
was the combat force of 115,000

Jeep Is the Answer. 


One day we were crawling along 
a particularly abominable stretch 
when an American jeep came 
bouncing toward us. It was going 
four times as fast as we could 
manage and the four Red Army 
men in it looked very contented. 

They could afford to look that 
way. Théir jeep merely plunged 
down into a two-foot ditch, ran up 
a four-foot clay embankment, 
hurdled several pine logs and 
dashed on its way. Ivan the Ter- 
rible emitted an envious growl, 
“that machine passes everywhere,” 
he said. 


Actually, besides calling the 
jeep a “goat,” the Russians also 
have dubbed it “the passes-every- 
where” and the jeep obviously was 
made to perfection for conquering 
the roads in Russia’s war zones. 
It ig by all odds the most popular 
war aid product that the United 
States has yet sent to the Soviet 
Union. 


Throughout our nine days along 
the Rzhev front, however, and in 
all the various sectors we visited 1 
do not believe I saw more than 12 
or 15 jeeps. That is the pity of it. 
The Red Army could use tens of 
thousands of jeeps; they would 
provide an inestimable speeding up 
of military matters and might even 
spell the difference between a 
holding action and a Russian ad- 
vance, In any event, over the 
nightmare roads of rural Russia, 
thousands of jeeps would be inval- 
uable. In war there is never too 
much and very seldom enough.

~ “There will be no miracles,” he 
told the Ohio Society of New York 
last night. “No inventor is going 
to come along with a machine to 
knock the Japs out of their 
planes.” : 

The Admiral said that the Unit- 
ed States was fighting a two-ocean 
war with “just about a one-ocean 
navy,” but that its second-ocean 
navy would be “well on its way” 
within a year, 

Nec small craft such as 
destroyers and submarines, he said, 
are “just coming into service.” 

He asserted that the Navy's 
strength would grow from its 
present 750,000 men to 1,500,000 or 
more in a year. 


King said the only way to win 
was to kill and to impose fear of 
death upon the enemy to force him 
to yield. 

He urged the nation to “do 
nothing to aid or abet inter-service 
controversies,” pointing out that 
some quarters “seem to be agitat- 


‘ing” such divisions. 


In describing the course of war, 
Admiral King said the United 
States was on the defensive at 
first. 

“Not until early in “August did 

we take the first real offensive 
step. That was in the Tulagi 
area,” he said, adding that the 
Japanese were afraid of this. 
“Our enemies have had the ad- 
vantage over us. They’ve been 
making war for a long time. They 
intended to make war. But, wher- 
ever we have met them on equal 
terms, we have given them better 
than they sent. 
“It can’t be said too often that 
the three M’s are what will win the 
war—machines, men and morale.” 
King outlined the manner in 
which American conduct of the war 
is the work of the joint'chiefs of 
staff, under President Roosevelt, 
and he told how these men work 
with other United Nations leaders 
in Washington. 

“The joint chiefs of staff alone 
can'and do keep the war integrat- 
ed beca only they have the full 
facts,” he. said, explaining that 
newspaper comments show the war 
responsibility is not understood.

MAN POWER: WHO AND HOW? 


HE first question, which will 

have to be answered correctly 

before any other question can 
be answered at all, is: “Who is to 
ration man power? The President 
has said that “we are learning to 
ration materials; we must now 
learn to ration man power.” But 
who, in fact, is “we?” The clearer 
we are at the outset on this crucial 
point, the less we shall have to 
repeat the fumbling and stumbling 
by which we have been learning in 
the hardest and most costly way 
to ration materials, to deal with 
rubber, to get ready to begin to 
contr®l inflation. We can be quite 
sure that we shall never ration 
man power .effectively, that we 
shall “have the right numbers of 
the right people in the right places 
at the right time” unless we start 
by finding the right men with the 
right authority right away. 


For the question is not whether 
Congress and the country will ap- 
prove the basic principle that every 
man and woman is just as liable to 
national service as the men who 
are inducted into the Army. On 
that principle there will not now 
be a debate like that which pre- 
ceded. conscription more than two 
years ago. But it is clear from the 
many bills already introduced in 
Congress that putting this principle 
into effect depends upon knowing 


and who is to administer them. 
* * @ 

The common characteristics of 
all these bills is that they show no 
confidence whatever in the ability 
of McNutt’s Man Power Commis- 


man power, much less to take de- 
cisions and put them into effect. 


> * * 

OOK at the composition of the 

Man Power Commission: It 
consists of “a representative of 
each” of the War, Navy, Agricul- 
ture and Labor departments, of the 
War Production Board, Selective 
Service and the Civil Service Com- 
mission. Each of these agencies 
is a claimant for man power. Each 
is asking for men to do its work. 
Yet the essential function of a 
Man Power Commission is to pass 
judgment upon conflicting claims 
for man power. It is impossible 
to suppose that the representatives 
each of the Army or of the Navy 
or of Agriculture or of the war in- 
dustries can be both advocates and 
judges. Each representative must 
inevitably argue his cause and 
someone else must judge his claim 
as against that. of all the other 
claimants. 


Who is this judge? Theoretical- 
ly, it is McNutt, the chairman. But 
in fact McNutt is not equal to this 
responsibility. His record after six 
months shows that he has been 
unable to evolve a policy because 
he has not been able to master the 
differences of opinion among the 
claimants. He has sat on all the 
fences because the business of de- 
ciding on which side to come down 
calls for a coldly scientific and 
judicial detachment and a clear 
conception of the war as a whole 
and a capacity for impersonal de- 
cision which are rarely found in 
men who have spent their lives as

Our few acres in the Solomons, 3500 
miles from Tokyo, have cost us a. very 
high price. If we lose this toe-hold, what 
excuse can there be? 

Surprise? No, for we’ve always known 
the Japs would try to take it back. 

Distance? No, for we’re closer to our 
Australian and Hawaiian bases than the 
Japs are to theirs. 

Time? Well, we’ve had several months 
with a good aerial umbrella over our 
positions there. 

Materiel? The papers are full of new 
production records every day. 

Morale? Our ground troops have tast- 
ed victory and our air forces report very 
one-sided triumphs. 

If, in spite of these favorable factors, 
we lose the Solomons, there musn’t be 
any alibis this time. Let’s start at the 
top and weed out the rot. Our present 
high command can lose the war for us 
most without trying.

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EYES ON GUADALCANAL. 

Chill Arctic winds are beginning to creep down 
toward the battle zone in Russia, Allied air power 
is slugging at Germany in the West, Malta points to 
the gathering storm of war in Africa, and American 
troops landing in Liberia indicate new developments. 
But the eyes of our nation are at this moment on 
the sandy little jungle-covered island of Guadalca- 
nal. Not so long ago Guadalcanal, 80 miles long, 20 
wide and full of malaria, mosquitoes and a.certain 
amount of tropical romance, was just a spot where 
beachcombers could forget the world. 

Now it is the site of a terrible test of strength be- 
tween fanatic Japan and determined America, It 
has been two months since American fighting men, 
ships and planes took it away from the Japs. In 
the last few days, cryptic messages have revealed 
only that fighting in and about Guadalcanal is 
building toward a peak. At any moment, the. de- 
tails of a big battle may come. It may turn out that 
Guadalcanal was but one point in a cleverly carried 
out tactical plan by us or by the Japs. It may 
prove to be the crux of a second ‘Jutland plug a 
land and air battle. - é;

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THE CONSUMERS’ COAL CO-OPERATIVE. 

The incorporation of the Consumers’ Coal Co- 
operative as a permanent agency is about the most 
practical step taken in St. Louis so far to solve the 
problem of providing smokeless coal for those who 
can afford to pay only the lowest possible price. 

True, this problem has been minimized by the 
increase in employment brought about by the indus- 
trial war effort, but, to some extent, it will exist so 
long as there are persons dependent on relief and 
pension checks, 

The city took a forward step last year when it 
required so-called basket-dealers to be registered and 
to sell their ware by weight. However, the man- 
power shortage may make this itinerant source more 
undependable than ever, and the larger dealers’ cash- 
and-carry coal yards are not always conveniently 
located. | 

The Consumers’ Co-operative, which was operated 
in an experimental way last year, plans to overcome 
these difficulties by establishing three large stations 
in strategic locations and having, in addition, 20 or 
80 sub-stations where fuel will be obtainable, in all 
probability, at last year’s price of 15 cents for 40 
pounds. 

While a loss of $300 was incurred last year, the 
experience gained then may well keep it on a self- 
supporting basis this year, If there are any profits, 
these will be passed on to the consumers in the form 
of lower prices. 

Whether is costs them anything or not—and it 
should not, since the project is not conceived as a 
charitable enterprise—those who have determined 
} to put it on a permanent basis deserve credit for a 
fine civic service. They are solving a bothersome 
distribution problem and, in doing so, they are mak- 
ing a real contribution to the continued successful 
operation of the St. Louis smoke elimination plan.

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Sales Tax Plan Is Opposed

RIOR to the twentieth century, success 

or failure in waging war depended pri. 
marily on factors of a purely military na 
ture, with economic considerations rele 
gated to a relatively minor role. Experience 
gained in World War I, however, indicated 
a marked change in the relative importance 
of military factors and economic factors in 
modern war. World War II has shown the 
solution of economic problems to be as de- 
cisive in modern total war as the solution of 
military problems. 

In an effort to provide a description and 
an analysis of the countless complicated 
economic problems of modern war, George 
A. Steiner and 27 associates, recruited from 
the faculties of several leading universities 
and from various departments of the Gov 
ernment, have prepared this book. 

Checking inflation is a goal toward which 
a host of economic considerations is direct 
ed in a war economy. Price control, effec 
tive monetary policies, credit control, T& 
tioning and sound taxation are integral 
parts of any anti-inflation program. 


It is the conviction of these writers that 
taxation plans should not forsake the prit- 
ciple of ability to pay. Because of this con 
viction, they oppose adoption of a general 
sales tax on the ground that it “would be 
heavily regressive,” 

A modified individual income tax which, 
in the interests of checking inflation as 
well as financing the war, contains a fo 
loan feature is advocated in this book. The 
forced loan provision would be such that, 
upon its return to the taxpayer after the 
war, the net effect would be an income tat 
at progressive rates, 

Corporate taxes, the authors believ¢ 
should be increased to the point at which 
all “profits from war work which are be 
yond a reasonable return on investment” 
would be taken by the Government. The 
argument that high taxes will result in 
some concerns being less energetic than if 
taxes were low “should provide no real 6% 
cuse for failing to levy heavier taxes on com 
porations,” they declare. 

In a chapter entitled “Financing the Pro 
duction of War Goods,” our capita

DR. STOCK DIES AT 70, 
FAMOUS INU. S. MUSIC 


Had Been Conductor of Chi- 
cago Symphony Orchestra 
Since 1905. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 20 (AP).—Dr. 
Frederick Stock, conductor of the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra since 
1905 and associated with American 
music since 1895, died suddenly to- 
day of a heart attack. He was 70 
years old. ' 

Last week he conducted the 
opening concerts of the 52nd sea- 
son and,apparently was in good 


health as late as yesterday, when 
he made several appointments for 
today. 

Dr. Stock came to this country 
in 1895 at the age of 23, at the in- 
vitation of the late Theodore 
Thomas, founder and first con- 
ductor of the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. Thomas had heard him 
play the violin with the municipal 
orchestra in Cologne, Germany. 

Within five years he became an 
associate director of the Chicago 
Symphony. When Thomas died in 
1905 Dr. Stock became conductor. 

He was much sought after as a 
guest conductor, and from season 
to season he directed the country’s 
great orchestras. Frequently he 
took his own philharmonic organi- 
zation on American tours. 

As a musician he was consid- 
ered essentially classical. Critics 
said he “effaced himself behind 
the composer.” His own compo- 
sitions included a symphony in C 
Minor, a tone poem for large or- 
chestras and a concerto for violin 
and orchestra,

TIN GAN COLLECTING MADE 
MANDATORY IN 15 STATES 


Collection of tin cans was shifted 
from a voluntary to a compulsory 
basis today in more than 400 mu- 
nicipalities by order of the War 
Production Board, but it appeared 


that the mandatory order would 
have no effect on St. Louis, which 
already has made coliection of the 
war-scarce metal a municipal 
function. St. Louis ranks as the 
leading city in the Midwest in 
this war effort. 

The WPB order issued from 
Washington requires that all trash 
collection’ agencies in municipali- 
ties of more than 25,000 population 
in 15 states, of which Missouri is 
not one, must collect and keep 
segregated all prepared cans of- 
fered in usual trash collections. 

Arthur C. Meyers, Director of 
Streets and Sewers, who with P. 
Taylor Bryan Jr. heads the. St.) 
Louis Tin Salvage Committee of 
the Office of Civilian Defense, has} 
not yet«received the WPB order, 
but declared: “Our special setup 
for tin. collection certainly ought 
to answer the mandate.” 

C. Douglas Smiley, general sal- 
vage chairman for the local OCD, 
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ha we consider the problem of 
man power, we can see, I submit, 
why the administration is not now 
equipped to deal with it. The Mc- 
Nutt commission consists, as we 
have seen, of the claimants for 
man power. They are also in pos-. 
session of the chief supplies of 
man power, because apart from un- 
employed women, the older men 
and the youths, the great bulk of 
the best man power of the country 
is already at work. If it were not, 
there would be no man power prob- 
lem. The real job, therefore; of 
mobilizing effectively is to decide 
which of the claimants shall give 
up man power. to other claimants 
—agriculture to industry, the civil- 
fan service to war work, all of 
them to the armed services, the 
services to one another. 

Now though all the claimants 
must be heard and fully consulted, 
these decisions cannot be made by 
a majority vote of a board consist- 
ing of the claimants. That must 
mean log rolling and meaningless 
compromises. The decision has to be 
made above the claimants: the man 
or the men who make these deci- 
sions have to be carrying out. the 
grand war plan of this country 
and its Allies, and not merely by 
trying to make working compro- 
mises among the claimants, The 
director of national mobilization, 
like the director of war production, 
must be able to judge the conflict- 
ing claims in the light of full 
knowledge of the war ‘program. 
Therefore, he must not be a mere 
political mediator among pressure 
groups.

Winston Churchill has kept a na- 
tion of 44,000,000 in fighting mood 
now for nearly two years. Church- 
ill, who is called “Winston” by 
three-quarters of Britain, is wor- 
shipped in every army eneamp- 
ment, in every R. A. F. mess, in 
every wardroom of His Majesty's 
Navy, and in every pub in Britain.
